WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.— By pro- 
clamation issued today President Wil- 
son sets $2.20 a bushel as the minimum 
price guaranteed by the government 
for 1919 wheat crop.

President stated, will be appointed next 
spring to see whether the increased 
cost of farm labor and supplies would 
justify an increase above that price. 

Possibility of peace before’ the 
middie of 1920 was indicated in a 
meniorandum written by President 
Wilson and accompanying the pro- 
clamation as a factor in determination 
of the President to maintain the pres- 
ent price for the 1919 crop. 

“Tn giving a guaranteed price for 
wheat one year in advance (the only 
industry guaranteed Sy the govern-

was the principal speaker at the La- 
bor Day directors’ luncheon at the 
Canadian National exhibition today 
and late in the afternoon addressed an 
immense gathering of the general pub- 
lic in the open air from the main 
bandstand.

Increased Pay and Special Allow- 
ances Granted by the Gov-

LONDON, Sept. 2—The strike of the 
London policemen, composed of more 
than 22,000 men in the metropolitan! 
district and the city, has been settled, 
Agreement between the government 
and the strikers was reached Saturday 
afternoon at a conference at which the 
demands of the men were met by the 
government. 

Under the terms of the agreement, 
the police will receive a minimum 
wage of 43 shillings ($10.32) weekly 
and a maximum wage of 53 shillings 
($12.72) plus a war bonus of 12 shill- 
ings ($2.68) and also an allowance of 
10 shillings for children of school age 
and two shillings and sixpence for 
other children, After twenty-six years 
on service the policemen will be en- 
titled to retire on a pension of 35 
shillings ($8.40). 

Recognition of the national union of 
police and prison officers as a federa- 
tion, but not as a trades union, has 
been granted by the government, as 
well as the re-instatement of a con- 
stable who was discharged hecause of 
his activities in the organization of 
the policemen's union.

Many inquiries are constantly com- 
ing to hand regarding the prevalence 
of small plump-bodied insects that are 
found in large quantities on the oat 
and wheat crop. For the most part 
these are brown in color, wingless, with 
a few seattered hairs on parts of their 
tiny bodies. They seem to abound in 
large numbers on the oats and wheat, 
atiacki.g the leaves and heads of these 
crops. Sometimes they are found 
clustered at the base of each kerne! of 
oats or distributed throughout the 
head of wheat. Some fatmers have 
reported that these insects were so 
numerous in the oat crop that in their 
opinion ‘they had caused the crop to 
ripen prematurely.” Others state “that 
in cutting the grain they were inter- 
fering with the running of the binder.” 
A brief description of these “bugs,” to- 
gether with possible means of control, 
seems at this time essential, that a 
better understanding of the situation 
may be reached. 

This “bug” is one of the plant lice 
aud is included in the same family as 
the “green fly” of the house and green 
jrouse plants. It takes its nourishment, 
not by chewing the plant as the grass- 
hopper does, but by plercing the plant 
with a beak well adapted for drawing 
therefrom the plant juices, It is about 
one-sixteenth of an inch in length and 
brownish in color, 

The life cycle of these curious little 
insects is very varied and even com- 
plex, owing to the unusual mode of 
reproduction. 

The insect is carried over the win- 
ter months as an egg. This egg is 
deposited early in the fall by the true 
females. Out of these eggs in early 
spring hatch the form known as “stem 
mother.” 
the most part wingless and reproduce 
without fertilization. Throughout the 
whole summer season there are no 
males or true females, but each and 
every individual gives birth to living 
young, at the rate of about two per 
day, during the greater part of the life 
of such individual, 

It has been carefully estimated that 
during the summer season the average 
life of these “bugs” is 36 days, and the 


average production per individual 56.) 


Fach individual begins 10 reproduce 
avhen about 7 days old and ceases the 
proce of reproduction 5 or 10 days

This explains the large numbers that 
are present at this time, but the ques- 
tion arises where is it going to end? 
Do they not reach such alarming num- 
bers a. to entirely destroy the growing 
crop? Hence many farmers now are 
naturally concerned at the large pro- 
portions those insects are at present 
assuming, and desire to know if any 
steps can be taken to combat them. 

To this it should be said that it 
| would be almost impossible to adopt 
combative measures on the scale that 
| would be necessary to exterminate 
these insects. \Vvhen they abound in 
emall numbers, a spray of kerosene 
emulsion or tabacco preparation can 
| be used with splendid results. But 
| under field conditions the problem is a 
different one. 
winter principafiy in the egg stage, 
treatment of the seed is of no avail, 
Fortunately for man, Nature has pro- 
vided a means of control through the 
creation of natural parasites, 
prey upon the insects and destroy tre- 
mendous numbers of them. The Lady 


are many others which are less com- 
monly kiown, Those who have care- 
fully examined the grain crops at the 
present time have doubtless observed 
numerous flat-bodied, spotted insects 
resting upon the leaves of the grain 
plants, these are the young of the Lady 
Bird beetle and are lying in wait for 
their prey. These may assume such 
large numbers as to assist the lice in 
interfering with cutting operations by 
gumming up the canvases of the bind- 
er. They feed extensively upon the 
lice and thus destroy large numbers of 
them. These, together with many less 
familiar forms ef parasites, generally 
succeed under favorable conditions in 
keeping the plant louse down to com- 
paratively few numbera. Our cola 
winters and warm summers, moreover, 
assist in keeping these lice 
bounds——the first factor preventing any 
undue increase owing to the destruc- 
tion of large numbers of eggs and the 
prevention of insects living over the 
winter, Moreover, our comparatively 
warm summers allow a rapid increase 
of the parasites thus holding the pce 
in check before they have made great 
headway.

It is estimated that the revenue of 
Canada for the current fiseal year be- 
ginning April 1 will be $300,000,000, of; 
which $100,000,000 will be raised by 
War taxation.

JARROW 
Bulletin News Service. 
This commu.ity has sustained a 


great loss by the death of Mr. H. 
Groner, one of the pioneer settlers of 
this district. He took up a homestead 
at Jarrow some 12 years ago along 
with his father and severa! brothers. 
He was sudi+nly taken ill on Sunday, 
August 25, and was removed to Ed- 
monton so that he could receive special 
attention, and after submitting to an 
operation for appendicitis was making 
good progress towards recovery when 
he suddenly elapsed and died Thursday 
morning, August 29. He leaves an 
aged father and mother, six brothers 
and six sisters here, hesides several of 
his family in the U..8S.A. to mourn his 
loss. He had only returned from Ed- 
monton on the Saturday before with 
two cars of fine Hereford heifers which 
the family had bought for the purpose 
of feeding their frozen grain and to re- 
stock their farm with suyperior cattle. 

News has been received of the death 
in action in France of William Murray, 
the oldest son of Sam Murray of Jar- 
row, one of the most respected farmers 
of this district, who was looking for- 
ward to the time whem his eon should 
return from the war to take over the 
work of running the farm, which, on 
account of failing health, was too 
much for him. 

At the regular monthly meeting of 
the social branch of the U.F.A. the fol- 
lowing resolution was paSsed, and the 
secretary ordered to send a copy to 
the executive of the U.F.A. at Calgary: 

“Whereas, the whole of the crop in 
this district being a failure on account 
of frost and by hail which visited this 
district, and beat to the ground any 
part of the crop that escaped the form- 


er disaster; and 
“Whereas, the government ordered 
all stocks of grain held by farmers 


should be marketed by June, 1918, 
which order was understood to include 
all reserves of seed grain then in pos- 
session of the farmer; and 

“Whereas, the price of grain having 
been fixed by the government for 
wheat at $2 per bushel f.o.b, Jarrow; 
and 

“Whereas, the difficulties of obtain- 
ing good seed, and being able to 
finance farming operations for another 
year, ae factors liable to hinder in- 
creased production or perhaps prevent 
normal! production; therefore, be it 

“Resoived, that this meeting ask our 
executive to take this matter up with 
the proper authorities, with a view of 
the farmers being assured a supply of 
seed at the price fixed by the govern- 
ment, and at which they were com- 
pelled to sell, and that a system of 
credit be immediately established to 
enable them to continue farming 
operations.”

NEW CONTINENT OF LARGE ISLANDS 
DISCOVERED BY STEFANSSON DURING 
TRIP TO ARCTIC RECENTLY CLOSED 


WIXNIPEG, Sept. 2. — Vilhjatmur 
Stefansson, discoverer of the “blonde 
Eskimos” has spent over five years ex- 
ploring and studying barren Arctic 


wastes for the Canadian governnent. 
A new continent of large islands was 


found by Stefansson on the trip just 
closed. The new land is north of 
Prince Patrick island and was*found 
in 1914. 


Illness hastened the end of the ex- 
pedition. Reports received from Stef- 
ansson in 1917 said he hoped to make 
further explorations in 1918 and 1914 
and end his travels in 1920. Instead of 
going northward, however, Stefansson 
spent most of 1918 summer in a hos- 
pital at Fort Yukon, Alaska, just inside 
the Arctic circle, recovering from an 
attack of typhoid which brought him 
inland from the Arctic in March, 1918 

Stefansson last saw the outside world 
when he sailed from Victoria, B.C., 
June, 1913, at the head of anvexpedi- 
tion in seareh of new lands which had 


been reported to have been seen far to} 
‘the north of any explored area. 


He 
algo intended to study topography and 
ocean currents of the north and gather 
flora and fauna, 

One of his original party was Cap- 
tain Robert Bartlett, who had been 
Rear Admiral R. BE, Peary's Arctic 
sailing master; another was Dr. R, M. 
Anderson, with whom Stefansson had 
studied at the University of Iowa, 
About a score of men who left with 
Stefansson have died from various 
causes, among them suicide, exposure 
and disease. 


When the expedition left it was 
aboard the Karluk, an old steam 
whaler. On its arrival at Nome, 


and sent Dr, Anderson and a number 
country to study the land and the 
The main expedition con- 
tinued north in search of new shores, 

After the Karluk, carrying Stefans- 
son, rounded Point Burrow, up at the 
corner of the continent, it was gripped 
by the ice and apparently frozen in for 
the winter. Stefansson and four com- 
panions went ashore to hunt, when 
they returned the Karluk had been 
carried away by a storm. 

Stefansson, believing (he men aboard, 
under Captain Bartlett, were safe, dis- 
missed the loss of the Karluk as an 
incident and set out eastward afoot, 
The Kariuk, it was learned later, was 
carried westward by the ice and 
smashed by the floes of ice east of 
Wraigeli Island, which north of 
western Siberia. The men took to the 
ice and several were never seen again. 
Pressing eastward, Stefansson spent 
the 1913-14 winter with the Anderson 


te 


party and In the summer of 1914 dis- 
covered the new lands. The 1915 and 
1916 summers were spent exploring 


and mapping the country. For almost 
two years nothing was 
Stefansson and it was believed he was 
working his way eastward, 
he appeared near Hersehe! Island, off 
the Canadian Aretic coast in 1918 and 
reported he had found more new 
islands, 

One of the secondary objects of 
Stefansson's trip was to navigate the 
northwest passage to the Atlantic and 
end his trip with an ascent of the 
St. Lawrence river to Montreal in 1917
